The southeast front is hopelessly confused * As near* its I can tell,, each 
of the three powers, Austria , Russia, and Turkey 3 had an alliance with each 
of the other two e Rusia and Turkey* .Austria and Turkey » and Austria and Rus- 
sia e respectively, respectively*. This they did not do/ Instead* Russia at- 
tacked them both, Turkey attacked Russia t and Austria ; ignored them both* 
This puts Austria in a very good positions but it is mostly luck. Fortunate* 
ly f luck is one of Key°s strong points. You have to be lucky (and stupid) 
to want to play Austria. (Von Metfcke is another case of this sort of thing* 
For those of you who aren't acquainted with Conrad, congratulations?) In 
this game Austria was attacked by only three of her neighbors. It could be 
argued that A Con-Bui 6 as aggressive. as Turkey can get against Austria.
